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SUBJECT: POLITICAL AND PRESS REACTION TO U.S. -GREECE DCA 

1 . SO EAR THERE HAS BEEN A MIXED PUBLIC REACTION BY TURKISH 
POLITICAL LEADERS AND EDITORIAL WRITERS TO THE SIGNING OF THE 
U.S.-GREECE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT (DCA) AND THE 
SUBSEQNET "THREE POINT OFFER" TO TURKEY MADE BY GREEK PRIMIN 
CARAMANLIS. 

2. IN ADDITION TO THE STATEMENTS BY PRIMIN DEMIREL AND 
FONMIN CAGLAYANGIL (ANKARA 3118 ANDANKARA 3120), POLITICAL 
LEADERS’ COMMENTS INCLUDE THE FOLLOWING: 

A. JUSTICE PARTY (IP) SENATOR KAMRAN INAN (CHAIRMAN 
OF THE SENATE FOREIGN AFEAIRS COMMITTEE) IS QUOTED IN 
APRIL 18 TERCUMAN AS SAYING THAT THE U.S.-GREEK AGREEMENT 
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WAS "ENTIRELY A POLITICAL PLOT AGAINST TURKEY THE AIM 
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OF PRESENTING THE TWO AGREEMENTS TO CONGRESS TOGETHER WAS 
TO HAVE BOTH REJECTED TOGETHER. GREECE WOULD HAVE NOTHING 
TO LOSE BY THE REJECTION OF THE AGREEMENT, BUT THE EMBARGO 
WOULD CONTINUE AGINST TURKEY." 

B. IN AN INTERVIEW GIVEN TO GERMAN TELEVISION, DEPPRIMIN 
FEYZIOGLU STATED THAT THE FAILURE OF THE U.S. CONGRESS 

TO RATIEY THE U.S.-TURKISH DCA WOULD MEAN THAT THE "MILITARY 

RELATIONS FORESEEN IN THE AGREEMENT WOULD DEEINITELY COME 

TO AN END" AND THE SOUTHEASTERN WING OF NATO "WOULD BE 

DRAGGED INTO ATOTAL CRISIS." HE SAID, "TURKEY'S STANCE 

TOWARD NATO DEPENDS ON THE STANCE OUR NATO ALLIES ADOPT TOWARD US." 

C. REPUBLICAN PEOPLE'S PARTY (RPP) DEP SECGEN ISIK 
(MINDEFENSE IN FORMER ECEVIT GOVERNMENT) IS QUOTED IN APRIL 19 
GUNAYDIN AS SAYING HE FOUND IT "VERY SIGNIFICANT" THAT 
CARAMANLIS HAD OFFERED A NON-AGRESSION PACT AFTER HAVING 
RECEIVED U.M. "GUARANTEES" ON THE AEGEAN AND CYPRUS 
PORBLEMS. ACCORDING TO ISIK THIS MEANT THAT TURKEY HAS BEEN 
TOLD TO "ACCEPT THE STATUS QUO IN THE AEGEAN." 

3. INITIAL PRESS RESPONSE TO THE CARAMANLIS NON- AGGRESSION 
PACT OEFER WAS MIXED. CUMHURIYET AND GUNAYDIN APRIL 19 
PUBLISHED AN ANKA NEWS AGENCY STORY WHICH PROCLAIMED THE 
OFEER A "KISSINGER PLAN" AGREED TO IN BRUSSELS. THE 
ARTICLE ALSO STATED THT "IMPARTIAL OBSERVERS" SAID THAT 
THE APPEAL WAS A "US INTRIGUE TO SECURE GREEK SUPERIORITY 

IN THE AEGEAN." TERCUMAN APRIL 18 LINKED THE U.S.-GREEK 
PACT, THE QUESTIONS RAISED BY CODEL SOLARZ (SEPTEL), THE 
NON-AGGRESSION OFFER AND THE CARAMANLIS STATEMENT THAT GOG 
WOULD HAVE "NO OBJECTIONS" IF U.S. CONGRESS DISAPPROVED 
BOTH AGREEMENTS AS POSSIBLE EVIDENCE OE A "NEW INTRIGUE" BY 
GREECE AND THE GREEK LOBBY AGAINST TURKEY. 

4. MILLIYET EDITOR, ABDI IPEKCI, WHO APRIL 16 EDITORIALLY 
COMPARED THE U.S.-TURKEY AND THE U.S.-GREECE DCA'S AND 
CONCLUDED THAT "EITHER TURKEY HAS BEEN FOULED OR 
GREECE HAS BEEN FAVORED," RESPONDED MORE FAVORABLY TO 
CARAMANLIS' STATEMENT. IPEKCI WORTE APRIL 19 THAT A 
PEACEEUL SOLUTION TO GREEK-TURKISH PROBLEMS WOULD BE 
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WELCOMED WPD "IT IS HOPED THAT CARAMANLIS IS SINCERE IN HIS 
RECOMMENDATIONS." OTHER EDITORIALISTS EXPRESSED SKEPTICISM 
ABOUT GREEK MOTIVES, BUT WERE FAVORABLY INCLINED TO THE 
PROPOSALS. AS ALI SIRMEN IN APRIL 19 CUMHURIYET 
WROTE, "WHATEVER THE INTENTION BEHING IT, IT IS STILL A 
FAVORABLE STEP." 

5. COMMENT: THE RELATIVE SLENCE OE THE RPP SO FAR IS PROBABLY 
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ATTRIBUTABLE TO THE PARTY'S CONCENTRATION ON PUBLIC 
PRONOUNCEMENTS ABOUT THE STUDENT VIOLENCE ISSUE DURING 
THE APRIL 17-18 WEEKEDN. AS RPP CHIARMAN ECEVIT'S 
COMMENTS TO CONGRESSMAN SOLARZ INDICATE (ANKARA 3107) 

THE RPP HAS A VERY CRITICAL ATTITUDE AND NO DOJT WILL 
CONTINUE PROBING EOR WEAKNESSES IN THE GOVERNMENT'S HANDLING 
OF TURKISH-GREEK AND TURKISH-U.S. RELATIONS.
